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MARKET  REVIEW 

On  the  basis  of  preliminary  reports,  sugar  deliveries  for  continental 
United  States  consumption  during  the  first  '  quarter  ofv  1964  totaled 
1,881,000  tons  or  136,000  tons  less  than  the  1959-63  average  for  this 
period.  However,  physical  deliveries  of  sugar,  including  constructive 
deliveries,  during  January-March  1964  amounted  to  Z,  068,000  tons  or 
only  13,  000  less  than  the  average  deliveries  during  January-March  1959- 
63. 

While  the  rate  of  deliveries  during  the  first  quarter  of  1964  might  in- 
dicate a  reduction  in  invisible  stocks  (those  held  by  secondary  distrib- 
utors ajid  users)  of 'as  much  as  75,000  tons,  such  stocks  remain  at  a 
relatively  high  level.  It  is  es  timated  that  those  year  end  stocks  increased 
about  100,000  tons  during  each  of  calendar  years  196Z  and  1963. 

Cane  refiners'  receipts  during  the  first  quarter  of  1964  were  about 
350,000  tons  less  than  for  the  same  period  last  year.  This  reduction  in 
receipts  represented  the  working-off  of  a  part  of  the  large  stocks  held 
at  the  end  of  1963.  As  of  March  Z8,  1964,  refiners  reported  total  stocks 
of  1,076,000  tons,  70  percent  or  more  than  400,  000  tons  higher  than  the 
average  of  63Z,000  tons  for  total  stocks  held  by  refiners  on  March  31 
for  the  five  year  period  1959-63. 

The  reduction  of  over  300,000  tons  in  refiners  stocks  since  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year  represents  a  reduction  in  raw  sugar  stocks  since  refined 
stocks  were  slightly  higher  at  the  end  of  March.  Raw  stocks  as  of  March 
Z8 ,  1964,  were  reported  as  totaling  709 ,  000  tons,  or  116  percent  higher 
than  the  19  59-63  average  of  3Z9,000  tons  of  raw  sugar  stocks  held  by 
refiners  at  the  end  of  March. 

Beet  sugar  deliveries  during  the  first  quarter  of  this  year  totaled 
497,000  tons  which  would  leave  a  balance  of  1,6  35,000  tons  undelivered 
from  the  January  1,  1964  effective  inventory,  or  about  ZOO,  000  tons 
more  than  the  balance  for  the  same  1963  period.  In  most  recent  years 
the  January-September  deliveries  of  beet  sugar  have  approximated  the  a- 
mount  of  the  effective  inventory.  During  the  five  year  period  1959-63, 
deliveri£^_during  January -September  were  98.6  percent  of  the  effective

inventory  on  January  1.  In  1963,  January-March  deliveries  totaled 
559,000  tons,  which  left  a  balance  of  1,439,000  tons  from  the  effective 
inventory  at  the  beginning  of  1963  for  delivery  in  the  second  and  third 
quarters.  Beet  sugar  processors  will  have  available  over  200,000  tons 
more  sugar  to  market  during  April-September  1964  than  the  1,395,000 
tons  delivered  during  the  same  months  last  year. 

In  addition  to  the  497,000  tons  of  beet  sugar  reported  as  deliveries  dur- 
ing the  first  quarter  of  1964  there  were  170,000  tons  of  1963  construc- 
tive deliveries  that  were  physically  delivered  during  this  period  or  a  total 
of  667,  000  tons.  Physical  deliveries  of  beet  sugar  during  January-March 
1963  totaled  585,000  tons. 

On  April  6  refiners  announced  a  further  decline  of  0.35  cent  in  the 
wholesale  quotation  for  cane  sugar  in  the  Northeast  to  11.25  cents  per 
pound.  The  average  quotation  in  this  territory  for  the  period  January  1  - 
April  15  was  12.34  cents  per  pound.

The  average  spot  quotation  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  at 
New  York  for  the  period  January  1  to  April  15  was  8.12  cents  per  pound 
and  on  April  15  the  price  was  7.20  cents.  On  a  comparable  basis,  the 
average  was  1.72  cents  per  pound  below  the  world  price  average  and  the 
April  15  New  York  price  was  2.0  5  cents  below  the  April  15  world  quo- 
tation . 

Hawaiian  sugar  production  as  of  April  9,  1964  totaled  248,000  short 
tons,  raw  value,  or  80,000  tons  above  last  year's  production  at  approx- 
imately the  same  date. 
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Through  April  12,  1964,  Puerto  Rican  sugar  production  was  about 
625,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  or  56,000  tons  above  last  year's  pro- 
duction to  the  same  date. 

Reports  of  Cuban  production  through  March  31  circulated  in  early  April 
placed  such  production  at  1,950,000  metric  tons,  only  57  5,000  tons 
above  the  official  figure  for  production  through  February.  For  a  time 
this  created  considerable  apprehension  as  to  its  implications  on  the  size 
of  the  total  Cuban  crop.  Later,  it  became  widely  accepted  that  the  pro- 
duction figure  actually  represented  production  through  March  15  rather 
than  through  March  31  .  A  trade  publication  about  mid- April  reported 
that  Cuban  production  through  March  1964  totaled  2,505,000  metric  tons 
or  218,000  tons  more  than  during  the  same  period  last  year. 

The  Preparatory  Committee  of  the  International  Sugar  Council  met  in 
London  on  March  23,  1964  to  consider  the  final  draft  of  the  committee 
report  to  the  Council  on  the  basic  provisions  of  a  new  international  sugar 
agreement.  The  Committee  made  a  thorough  study  of  all  of  the  proposals 
submitted  in  previous  sessions  and  the  report  is  now  in  process  of  final 
preparation . 

The  final  report  will  be  distributed  t9  all  countries  in  the  near  future 
for  study  prior  to  the  Council  meeting  in  June.  While  the  changes,  if 
any,  proposed  for  a  new  agreement  are  unknown,  it  has  been  widely 
known  for  more  than  a  year  that  the  developing  countries  desire  a  great- 
er share  of  the  world  market  amd  a  higher  price  range  to  improve  their 
incomefrom  sugar  exports.  How  to  accomplish  this  presents  problems. 
For  instance,  high  price  objectives  could  be  self-def easting  by  stimu- 
lating possible  uneconomic  production  in  both  exporting  and  importing 
countries  . 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  issued  a  press  release  on 
March  5  revising  its  estimate  for  1963-64  world  sugar  crop  to  59.4 
million  short  tons,  an  increase  of  700,000  tons  above  the  Department's 
first  official  estimate  release  in  November  of  1963.  Detailed  estimates 
by  individual  countries  will  be  released  in  June. 

A  private  sugar  statistical  organization  (F.  O.  Licht  )  has  released  its 
first  estimate  of  plantings  for  the  1964  sugar  beet  crop  in  both  Western 
and   Eastern   Europe.    Total   Western   European   plantings  are  put  at 
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1,927,000  hectares  for  1964  compared  with  1,788,315  as  its  second 
estimate  for  last  year.  For  Eastern  Europe  the  1964figure  is  5,653,000 
hectares  compared  with  4 ,  533 ,  500  as  its  second  estimate  for  1963.  For 
all  of  Europe  the  total  is  7,580,000  hectares  as  the  first  estimate  for 
1964  which  is  20  percent  higher  than  the  6,321,815  as  the  second  esti- 
mate for  1963 .
